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Hospital Activities For Post 
Year Reviewed At An- 
nual Meeting 

COM I'LETB TEN YEARS 



The annual meeting of York 

County Hospital was held in the 

council chambers on Friday eve- 
ning with H. P. Gilman in the 
chair. Not a single person out- 
side the board, however, turned 
up at the meeting. 

The report of the secretary- 
treasurer, J.J. McCaffrey, showed 
that during the year ending 
Sept. 30, 995 patients were 
treated, an increase of 208 over 
Jast year; 345 from Newmarket, 
009 from other parts of York 
county and 41 from other parts 
of Ontario. 

The number of obstetrical cases 
was 108, which was 37 more than 
during the previous year. The 
total number of hospital days 
for the year was 10.&E2 at a per 
diem cost of $2.40. The financial 
statement shows receipts in ex- 
cess of last year and a corres- 
ponding increase in the ex- 
penses. 

During the year Miss K. Dul- 
mage, R.N., who gave faithful 
and efficient services as superin- 
tend en I for 14 years, tendered 
her resignation, which wa~ ac- 
cepted with regret by the board. 
Miss Hill, R.N., was appointed 
superintendent and Miss Monk- 
man was selected as assistant- 
superintendent. 

During the year the board re- 
ceived payment of the Hon. B. J. 
Davis bequest of $10,000. This 
was deeply appreciated. 

The president, George D. Work, 
in reviewing the year expressed 
his appreciation of the support 
given the hospital by the vari- 
ous committees and other mem- 
bers of the board. 

'The doctors of Newmarket 
and surrounding towns gave 
splendid support to the hospital 
and deserve the thanks of this 
hoard,'* he said. "We also appre- 
ciate the splendid assistance given 
by the Hospital Aid and the effi- 
cient services rendered by the 
superintendent, the members of 
the nursing atuff and other 
t-Jtjplo>ecs. We ttuiik Mr. Geo. 
Vale for his yearly audit of the 
books which is done as a contri- 
bution to the hospital. 

"We ore just completing ten 
years in the present hospital 
building and a short review of 
the activities for that period may 
be interesting. During the ten 
> ears we rendered service to 
7,002 patients; 2,000 from New- 
market, 3,013 from other parts 
of York county and 249 from out- 
side York county. The number 
of births during the ten years was 
1,172. During the first year 
which ended Sept. 30, 1028, 400 
patients were admitted to the 
hospital; 150 from Newmarket, 

247 from other parts of York 
county and nine from outside the 
county. During the last year 
ending Sept. 30, 1037, service 
was rendered to 005 patients; 345 
from Newmarket, 009 from other 
parts of York county and 41 from 
outside the county. 

"During the ten years a $3,000 
elevator was installed, $14,000 
was expended for new equip- 
ment and furnishings and $10,000 
spent in repairs to buildings and 
other property. Other payments 
were salaries of staff $94,700; all 
food supplies, $33,800; drugs, 
medicine and surgical supplies, 
$10,885; fuel, $10,075; insurance, 
$3,970; laundry, $5,004; light 

I)ower and water, $5,095; clean- 
ng supplies, $1,459.

Hospital Aid 



The annual report of the 
Women's Aid of York County 
hospital, for the year ending Oct. 
31, 1937, was submitted by Mrs. 
K. M. R. Stiver, secretary, as fol- 
lows: 

"The Aid undertakes to supply 
the hospital and nurses' residence 
with linens, blankets, dishes, cut- 
lery and other like necessities, 
and during the year these re- 
quirements have been main- 
tained. 

"In addition, new drapes were 
furnished for the living room of 
the residence; also several maga- 
zines have been subscribed to, to 
be sent to the hospital for the 
use of the patients. At Christmas 
time trees were decorated in the 
wards and Christmas cheer was 
provided for the nurses, as well 
as favors for the patients* trays. 

"Due to the supplies on hand, 
it was not necessary to raise as 
much money as in previous years. 
In December we sponsored a play 
presented by the York Players 
and a Valentine dance was held 
in the high school in February. 
Also a souvenir coronation lea 
was held in the Bugle Band hall 
in May, with very satisfactory 
results. 

"Suitable boxes for saving 
banks for coppers were secured 

and distributed by each member 
to friends, to be collected at the 
end of the year. 

"Through the kindness of 
friends, the supply of baby cloth- 
ing kept on hand at the hospital 
has been replenished when neces- 
sary. 

"The Aid wishes to express its 
appreciation for the kind dona- 
lions from lime to time, and for 
the generous responses to its 
appeals."

Servicing of the Srigley St. 

well has not been completed, and 

no recommendation on further 
steps to ensure an adequate sup- 
ply of water can be made until 
the results of the servicing are 
known, W. B. Redfern, town 
engineer, reported to a council 
meeting on Monday evening. 

Equipment for the treatment of 
the water, to prevent it picking 
up iron in the mains, is being 
borrowed through the good 
offices of the provincial depart- 
ment of health, Mr. Redfern re- 
ported. 

Mr. Redfern gave the council 
the result of tests of samples of 
vvntcr from various possible new 
water supplies: Bogarttowu creek, 
at Srigley, hardness, 174 parts 
per million, iron oxide, .2 parts 
per million; Ben Howard's well, 
21G, .8; James Bond well, 237. .5; 
IX W. Kenny, 224, .8; Bogarttown 
creek at 4th, 257, .15; water at 
mayor's house while Srigley well 
in use, 270, .9; Lake Simcoe, 145, 
negligible. 

"Ideal hardness is from 60 to 
80," Mr. Redfern said. "Toronto 
water from Lake Ontario is 110. 
You get the iron content by 
multiplying the iron oxide con- 
ical by .7. The result should be 
not more than .3. 

The town was short of water 
on Saturday and it was necessary 
to telephone London and Windsor 
to get the company's authority to 
put the pump back in tempo- 
rarily, Councillor W. W. Osborne, 
chairman of the water nnd light 
committee, informed the council. 

"It may cost us $50," said Mr. 
Osborne. 

"Isn't there some chemical 
quality in the water which causes 
it to pick up iron?" asked N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., clerk and solicitor, 

"Yes," said Mr. Redfern. 

"Well, can that quality be 
analysed so that we will know 
what it is?" 

"I don't think so," said Mr. Red- 
fern. 

"There was very little wear on 
the pump, ns 1 expected," said Mr. 
Redfern. "I don't think they will 
finish for another seven or eight 
days. They are going to put the 
pump farther down in the well. 
Seventy feet of pipe in the lower 
level of the well was filled with 
sand." 

"What would be your recom- 
mendation with regard to the 
various wells?" asked Councillor 
W. W. Osborne. 

"Well, the Bond well is the best 
water, and I would sink thnt test 
well you were talking about near 
the Bond well," said Mr, Redfern. 
"I would like to know if thnt well 
is grounded in sand or gravel. 
Sand has given us nil our trouble." 

"How much water is there?" 
asked Councillor Frank Robin- 
son. 

"Thirty gallons a minute, a 
two-inch pine, about tho snmc ns 
the others," sold Mr. Redfern. 

"You couldn't take the water 
from Cook's Bay," said Mr. 
Osborne. 

"You con't use it on a windy 
day," said Councillor Arthur 
Evans. 

"Some of the lake cottages have 
their own wells," said Councillor 
Wm. Dixon. "Bnrrle used to get 
its wnter from I*nko Simcoe, but 
hnd to sink nrtcsinn wells." 

"The water has to be treated 
to take enro of impurities," snld 
Reeve Dr. L. W. Dules.

He was a Cana- 
dian and he wrole of Canada. We don't suppose 
that the youngster of today takes very seriously

ful thrill for the youngster of yesteryear in 
"Corporal Cameron" and the "Patrol of the Sun 
Dance Trail. 1 ' Perhaps these nox'els will be soon 
forgotten. Besides them Ralph Connor has left 
Canada a son who has dedicated himseH, together 
with many other earnest young men, to the 
rebuilding of the Canadian economic and social 
structure. Prof. King Gordon is already one of 
the best known men in Canada and may well 
play an important role in public affairs as the 
years pass on. 



LOCAL THEATRE 

Now is the time for merchants to organize them- 
selves together for a better business effort. A 
little co-operation and a little ingenuity could 
draw even larger crowds to this town for Satur- 
day shopping. We recently read a suggestion, 
from an American, that every shopping town 
should have a hog-calling contest, horse-shoe 
pitching contests, bicycle races, in fact, a county 
fair, every Saturday in the year to draw the 
country folks to town. Wc North Yorkers don't 
go In for hog-calling, but the country people 
should be made to feel that the town stores are 
anxious to serve them and appreciate their busi- 
ness. Our suggestion is that the town merchants 
should put on a free or "nickel** matinee at the 
local theatre every Saturday morning. Good 
stores are necessary, but afler good stores the 
local newspaper and the local theatre are the two 
greatest assets of any shopping town. 



ACCURATE NEWS 

A great many protests are going to Ottawa about 
the Aborhart attempt to "muzzle" the press of his 
province. The legislation, to which the lieu- 
tenant-governor of the province has not yet 
assented, is entitled "An Act to Ensure the Pub- 
lication of Accurate News and Information." Now 
if it is possible to pass legislation which will 
prevent mistakes and Inaccuracies in newspapers, 
we are all for it. You might expect this act fo 
be worded somewhat as follows: 

"Whereas mistakes have from lime to lime 
occurred in the newspapers of this province, it is 
hereby enacted as follows: 

"1. No newspaper shall make a mistake In 
spelling, except that it shall not be an offence 
under the net to omit the letter V from the 
suffix 'our*. 

"2. No reporter shall write that he has seen the 
first robin when in reality he has seen a starling. 

"3. No editor shall pass a first-robin report 
along to the typesetter without first going out 
and seeing the robin himself. 

"4. No typesetter shall put such a reporl into 
type without having himself seen the said robin. 

"5. No proofreader shall allow such n report lo 
pass without having asked the reporter, the editor 
and the typesetter whether they arc sure that they 
saw a robin, and not n slarling, and received satis- 
factory assurances; and in the event (hat such a 
report shall be published and investigation proves 
the supposed robin to have been a slarling, the 
proofreader, together with his copyholder, shall 
1)0 deemed to have committed an offence under 
this act. 

"0. No newspaper shall say, in reporting an acci- 
dent, 'when his car struck a lamp-post,' if as a 
matter of fact (he car belonged lo a finance com- 
pany. The report should read: 'When the car 
owned by the Exorbitant Interest Automobile 
Finance Company struck a lamp-post. 1 

"7. No newspaper shall stale that 'the bride was 
charmingly gowned in white satin' when in polnl 
of fact she wore 'white chiffon'. 

"B. No newspaper shall be penalized for saying 
that 'the happy couple will live on their social 
credit dividends' if, through circumstances over 
which tho government of this province has no 
control, such dividends are not being paid at tho 
time tho newspaper shall appear on tho street" 

Cold Reality 

But is that what you find in the Alberta legis- 
lation to "ensure tho publication of accurate news 
and Information"? 11 is not. Imagine our dis- 
appointment when wc learned that none of the 
above section* have been Included, and that the 
legislation provides that every newspaper must 
publish when required to do" so by tho chairman 
of the Social Credit Board any statement furnished 
by tho chairman relating lo: 

"(a) tho objects of any policies of the govern- 
ment of tho province; 

"(b) tho means being taken or Intended to be 
token by tho government for the purpose of 
attaining such objects; and 

"(c) tho circumstances, matters and things 
Which hinder or make, difficult tho achievement 
of any such objects." 

This information would bo published free of 
charge, to the extent of one pago of any issuo of a 
dally newspaper, or one-tenth of tho space of a 
weekly r^wepapor. 

-' 'hid' legislation also requires newspapers lo dis- 
close the source of their news. Whon someone 
telephones In a "hot lip" to n newspaper, tho 
editor will havo to mako a careful record of tho 
name of the Informant In case tho government 
wants to know later on. For Instance, If a news- 
miDor hears that the government member In a 
certain constituency U likely to bo defeated, tho 
government will wont to know tho nourco of 

that news. , u . (l , u 

This Alberta government Isn't focllng, and It

ernment can order the newspaper to suspend 
publication, and may also impose fines of $500 
on persons contravening "any of the provisions 
of this act or who makes any default in comply- 
ing with any requirement made in pursuance of 

this act." ' . ,. 

It is almost like a fairy talc. Wc can t believe 
that things like this are happening In Canada 
Say what we like, the fact remains that a lot of 
people, perhaps a majority of the people of 
Alberta, are supporting the Aberhart government 
in spite of the opposition and criticism of the 
entire press of the province. Tho sufferings of 
the people of that province in the last seven years 
have surely been terrific to prepare the soil for 
such a far-fetched regime. Any action which the 
federal government takes to veto Alberta legis- 
lation should bo accompanied by effective action 
lo improve the economic lot of the people of 
Alberta It is our failure to take moderate action 
today, to deal, for instance, with the unemploy- 
ment problems of Montreal and Toronto, which 
is preparing the ground for stormy and ever- 
stronger communist movements. Incidental^, 
those who are the slowest to move, the first to 
oppose moderate measures of alleviation of the 
unjust economic conditions of today, are the very 
onc3 who have the most to lose if communism 
proves tho harvest we reap. Wc may sow the 
wind of reaction and reap the whirlwind of 
communism. 
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MOKE ABOUT 1857 

Here are a couple more items wc meant to give 
last week, in commemoration of the 80th anni- 
versary of the incorporation of Newmarket as a 

village. . , 

Newmarket then had a flourishing Mechanics 

Institute, which satisfied, by means of lectures, 
the intellectual hunger of a public not surfeited, 
.is wc are today, with a wealth of reading matter 
and radio harangue. In 1857 there wore appar- 
ently weekly lectures. The Era of "Feb. 13, l«o7, 
regrets that lack of space made it impossible "to 
refer to the lectures delivered by Prof. Geiko and 
Prof. Robertson, although of a deeply interesting 
Character and affording much information and 
gratification to the members of the Institute," and 
goes on to give an account of tho more recent 
lecture of J. G. Hodgins, Esq., on "Early History 
of Canada." "He was repeatedly cheered during 
the course of his remarks. There was one thing 
connected with the lecture which prevented its 
being appreciated as highly as it would other- 
wise have been— the gentleman's vocal powers 
were insufficient to fill the large room, and many 
could not hear; but the lecture itself was really 
a good one, and of high merit." 

An account of a "church meeting" indicates that 
even 80 years ago the "standing room only" sign 
was not always needed. "A church meeting was 
held, pursuant to announcement, on the 0th inst., 
in the Union Sabbath room. Rev. S. *F. Ramsay 
opened tho meeting by prayer, after which he was 
called to fill the chair. He said he was sorry to 
see so few present on this occasion, he was sorry 
that so little interest was manifested; and ho could 
only account for it from the fact that meetings of 
this kind, connected with the church, wore a new 
thing and not properly understood." 

POLICE COURT RESULTS 

The now police court hero seems to be creating 
business. Motorists who wore previously allowed 
to drive through, this town at 45 miles an hour 
now frequently find themselves in court. The 
large volume of business which comes before 
the local court has not all been taken from the 
county police court in Toronto. Many of the 
charges would not have been laid If it had been 
ncco&sury for police and witnesses lo travel nil 
the way to Toronto. It isn't a good thing to have 
people appearing in police court, but it is better 
than to have people become careless of law. 
Particularly, the new police court should have a 
good effect in reducing the number of liquor 
offences The number of fines already imposed 
for having opened liquor in automobiles should 
be a warning lo others. In one such cose, before 
Hie court this week, the car overturned and a man 
was killed as a result. 



STANDING ALONK 

Credit must always go to tho man who dares 
to stand alone. It is not easy lo stand out against 
the crowd for the thing that you think is right. 
ft doesn't make you feel popular, It doesn't give 
you any satisfaction except the satisfaction of 
knowing that you were true to yourself and your 
ideals. Deputy-Reeve Joseph Vale ia frequently 
the leader of a "forlorn hope" in the council 
chamber. Sometimes we think be is wrong and 
sometimes wc think he Is right, but he is always 
right to stand for the thing which ho believes is 
right. On Monday night Mr. Vole took on 
unpopular position, in the face of n delegation 
which was asking the council to spend money, and 
with only one of his fellow councillors supporting 
him. He believed that ho was acting in the best 
interests of the town and in accordance with tho 
wishes of n majority of citizens, and lie will be 
respected by oven those who think he was mis- 
taken. 



Dr. Garnet Tanner, former Liberal member for 
Bast Simeoe, says that because ho was defeated 
In tho recent election, Midland will got no more 
"spoon-feeding." He suid also that the govern- 
ment would abandon plans for paving the Mid* 
hmd-Orillia highway.

Because we've got to sludy 
mules. The paper said so. Here 
is the heading of the story — 
"Mules Just Uke Women,* In 
Opinion of Trainer Who Under- 
stands Them." For a while we 
pondered on why it should be 
that mules just liked women . . . 
then we realized that wasn't the 
idea at all. 

What the writer was trying to 
say was that women and mules 
arc alike — in opinion of trainer 
who understands them. We are 
still in the dark as to whether it 
was women or mules whom the 
trainer professed to understand. 
The story itself does little to 
remove our doubts. "Mules are 
affectionate," he says. "You just 
have to treat them the right 
way."

How lo Influence Mules 

So, to play safe, we're going 
to sludy mules. "Mules, like 
women, have to be coaxed, not 
driven," the story states. "Just 
coax them along and you'll find 
them turning circles . . . just 
to please you." 

'Ihc story fails to tell what is 
to be gained by coaxing a mule 
or a woman to turn circles. If 
we had a mule wc would be con- 
tent with semi-circles — unless of 
course, wc wanted a mute to 
spin a top or something. Silly, 
isn't it? 

As far as women are concerned, 
if wc could coax one to darn 
our socks . , . we'd be quite 
happy to turn some circles our- 
selves. So we're going to study 
mules. Maybe we 11 learn some- 
thing. 

Night-Life of a Newsman 

We went to the theatre the 
other night. It was dandy. We 
saw the feature. That gave us 
more than our money's worth. 
Then came the short features 
. . . and we figured we owed the 
proprietor another admission. 
One of the shorts we liked was 
about the Frenchman who wrote 
the "Marseillaise" — which, along 
with "Men of Harlech" and "On, 
Wisconsin," represents the tops 
In battle songs. Well, we think 
so, anyway. 

The name of the composer of 
the "Marseillaise" is Rouget de 
I'lsle— which for some reason 
reminds us more of stockings 
than of battle ballads. The song 
was written at a time when Ihc 
French urmy was more than n 
little fed-up. The hoys wanted 
to go home and plant gardens. 

Right Song, Wrong Direction 

The generals decided, there- 
fore, that the soldiers should 
have a raise in pay or a 
new marching song. And so, of 
course, they got the marching 
song. And they marched away. 
Unfortunately, a lot of dis- 
gruntled civilians heard the 
marching song nnd they marched 
away, too . . but in the other 
direction. They called it the 
French revolution. 

The English, who are not quite 
as stupid as some other nations 
might hope, have learned some- 
thing from the French. They are 
not worrying about a lack of 
marching songs . . . they are 
merely waiting lo make sure that 
all the people will march in the 
same direction. Up till now, it's 
been Just a little doubtful.

Advance the Hand Crafts 

We have visited two centres of 
arts and crafts this week. Miss 
Blodwen Davies had an idea 
which she wished to discuss with 
a group invited to the Children's 
Art Centre, located in the rear 
of Toronto Art Gallery. Then 
Mr. Rudy Renzius and Mr. Alvin 
Hills of the Pickering College 
staff had been invited to visit the 
craft shop at Kingsley Farm. We 
acted as a chauffeuring party for 
Mr. Renzius and Mr. Hilts on 
both these trips and at the same 
time made our observations and 
suggestions. 

At the meeting in Toronto 
Miss Davies and Mr. Arthur 
Lismer, noted educational super- 
visor of Toronto Art Gallery, led 
a discussion on children's toys 
for the nursery schools and the 
possibility of having them made 
by local craft groups. It was 
suggested that such toys, now 
manufactured bycommerciaj 
companies, are unsuitable and 
expensive. At Pickering College 
craft-shop we have adequate 
equipment and able instructors; 
perhaps the craft groups meeting 
Monday evenings would care to 
undertake the production of 
some of these toys. Such a plan 
would have the double purpose 
of providing toys for the children 
and craft training for the work- 
ers. At the same time the 
money now being paid for the 
toys could be used to buy the 
work of our amateur craftsmen. 

Kingsley Farm is an expanse 
of 400 acres at Vandorf, some 
four miles east of Aurora. The 
largo farmhouse accommodates 
5!) unemployed men of advanced 
years who are sent out from the 



hostels in Toronto. These men 
occupy themselves on the farm 
and premises according to their 
abilities. Ten acres of garden 
which provide vegetables for this 
hostel and for others in Toronto 
is a field of endeavor for many 
of them during the summer 
months. But on wet cold days 
there is little occupation for their 
hands. 

The manager of this institution 
has been interesting the men in 
hand erafts. A small basement 
room has been equipped with 
some simple benches and tools. 
Seven men of the 50 take a keen 
interest in the new shop. Very 
creditable articles have been 
made in spite of the lack of any 
skilled instruction. When we 
entered this improvised shop one 
of the men was making some 
ornamental hinges of iron. An- 
other was shaping a block of 
wood. Before we left we lost 
Mr. Hilts and found him helping 
a wood-worker to sharpen a 
chisel! 

A party of four men from 
Kingsley Farm will enter the 
extension craft groups meeting 
Monday evenings at Pickering 
College. These people are, in 
some respects, the best prospects 
for the craft groups that we have 
yet contacted. While they have 
not the future that is youth's, 
they have a keen interest, a 
native talent, and an abundance 
of time. On the other hand, our 
young people from farm and 
town who have been coming to 
the craft shop have full-time 
occupations which tax their 
energies. These older men at 
Kingsley Farm might prove to be 
the ideal people to make the toys 
required by nursery schools.
